Edwin  Lewis  Heal 


Edwin  Lewis  Heal  was  born  in  Danforth,  Maine,  May  1,  1901,  son 
of  William  and  Maude  (Bedell)  Heal.  He  graduated  from  Danforth 
High  School  and  came  to  West  Campton,  New  Hampshire,  to  visit 
his  uncle,  Joseph  Bedell,  in  1918. 

At  that  time  Mr.  Bedell  ran  "The  Maples",  then  a  thriving  sum- 
mer hotel.  In  those  days  they  used  to  take  the  summer  boarders 
around  the  mountains  in  the  seven  passenger  Stearns  Knight.  It 
was  an  all  day  sightseeing  trip.  Ned  thought  that  would  be  inter- 
esting but  Joe  told  him  he  couldn't  drive  out  here  around  so  many 
sharp  curves  and  crooked  roads.  However,  he  stayed  and  later  ran 
"The  Maples"  himself  for  several  years. 

In  June  1930  he  married  Gladys  Haskell  of  Woodstock,  N.  H, 
and  they  have  two  children  (Elaine  Heal  Braids  who  now  lives  in 
Urbana,  Illinois,)  and  Edwin  William  (Jim)  who  helps  his  father 
run  the  Dodge-Plymouth  Sales  and  Service  in  Plymouth. 

During  the  last  years  at  "The  Maples",  Ned  became  interested  in 
logging  and  branched  out  into  the  woods  for  a  few  years.  Also, 
during  the  last  years  at  "The  Maples"  he  joined  the  Campton  Police 
force.  The  other  two  members  of  the  force  at  that  time  were 
George  (Red)  Thompson  and  Bert  Cheney.  Ned  afterward  became 
Chief  of  Police  and  Overseer  of  the  Poor  in  Campton.  He  found 
work  for  many  who  were  "on  relief"  and  before  long  there  was  no 
need  for  an  Overseer  of  the  Poor  in  Campton. 

When  Mr.  Freethey  of  Beebe  River  retired  in  1940,  Mr.  Heal  was 
recommended  by  Mr.  John  Pulsifer  and  appointed  by  Governor  Blood 
to  serve  as  Judge  of  the  Campton  Municipal  Court  in  1941,  which 
office  he  has  held  for  the  past  thirty  years.  His  retirement  this  year 
marks  the  end  of  the  Campton  Municipal  Court.  From  now  on  Camp- 
ton's  court  cases  will  be  handled  by  the  Plymouth  court. 


CAMPTON  MUNICIPAL  COURT 


Campton  Municipal  Court  was  established  in  1915,  according  tc 
the  Town  Clerk's  records.  George  Little  was  the  first  Judge  and 
served  from  1915  to  1935.  Judge  Little  ran  the  grist  mill  in  Camp- 
ton  Village,  which  was  located  between  the  Bridge  and  Pond  Dam, 
on  the  south  side  of  Mad  River.  As  a  matter  of  convenience  the 
Judge  usually  held  Court  in  the  mill  office  or  at  his  house. 

E.  S.  Freethey,  who  was  office  manager  for  Draper  Corporation 
was  appointed  in  1936  and  served  until  1940  when  he  retired  from 
the  Company  and  moved  to  Maine. 

Edwin  L.  Heal  was  appointed  in  1941  and  has  served  thirty 
years.    By  lavv^  he  will  have  to  retire  in  May  1971. 

Judge  Heal  has  rendered  his  decisions  fairly  and  impartially  and 
with  his  retirement  becomes  Campton's  last  Judge,  for  the  State 
law  has  established  District  Courts.  Thus  ends  Campton's 
Municipal  Court  after  three  Judges  and  56  years  of  service  to  the 
Community. 


SELECTMEN'S  REPORT  TO  THE  RESIDENTS  OF  CAMPTON 


We  have  asked  in  the  Warrant  for  the  Town  to  raise  another 
$2,500  toward  the  future  purchase  of  equipment.  As  we  explained 
last  year,  we  do  not  feel  that  it  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  Town 
to  pledge  these  funds  to  a  particular  piece  of  equipment  as  it  seems 
to  your  selectmen  that  it  will  take  several  years  more  to  see  where 
the  growth  and  the  needs  of  the  Town  are  headed.  We  can  then 
better  decide  the  priorities  of  road  equipment,  police  cruisers,  fire 
engines,  snow  removal  equipment,  etc. 

In  the  report  you  will  notice  that  the  Town  paid  Warner  Morrill 
$700.  We  had  agreed  to  oil  the  small  section  of  Town  road  from 
Depot  Road  to  "Camptown"  due  to  the  large  amount  of  traffic.  Mr. 
Morrill  preferred  to  pave  the  road  with  hot  top,  so  the  Town  paid 
him  the  $700  that  it  v/ould  have  cost  to  put  on  the  oil  and  he  paid 
the  balance  for  the  hot  top. 

There  is  an  Article  asking  to  increase  the  ambulance  fee  to  $45 
per  call  to  the  Town  of  Plymouth.  We  feel  that  the  agreement 
adopted  at  the  March  1970  Town  Meeting  has  worked  well  except 
Plymouth  finds  that  they  must  have  more  money  from  the  neighbor- 
ing towns  to  maintain  the  ambulance  service.  We  therefore  re- 
commend that  the  Town  adopt  the  article.  We  feel  that  those  who 
need  and  use  the  ambulance  service  should  pay  the  charges.  We 
have  turned  over  all  ambulance  bills  to  the  individuals,  who  so  far  as 
we  know  have  paid  Plymouth  directly.

Art.  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $125.00  for  the  control  of  White  Pine  Blister  Rust. 

Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  Tov/n  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $1,400.00  for  the  maintenance  of  Blair  and  other  ceme- 
teries in  Town. 

Art.  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $1,640.00  to  reimburse  the  Campton  Village  Precinct  for 
hydrant  rental. 

Art.  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $2,500.00  for  the  support  of  the  Campton  Volunteer  Fire 
Department. 


Art.  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $200.00  to  help  with  other  Towns  in  promoting  "SKI  93". 

Art.  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  the  Town 
road,  connecting  Rte.  175  with  Depot  Road  in  front  of  the  residence 
of  William  Moore. 

Art.  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $540.00  for  the  Pemi-Baker  Home  Health  Agency,  Inc. 

Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  continue  the  ambulance  service  agreement  with  the  Town  of  Ply- 
mouth to  April,  1972  at  a  rate  of  $45.00  per  trip. 

Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  $2,500.00  to  set 
aside  for  equipment  for  future  use  of  the  Town. 

Art.  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  reports  of 
agents  and  officers  heretofore  chosen.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 


Board  of  Selectmen 
Campton,  New  Hampshire 

Gentlemen : 

During  the  past  year  we  have  held  twenty-four  meetings,  in  ad- 
dition to  the  public  hearings  on  zoning  ordinances.  As  of  February, 
1971  the  Planning  Board  has  limited  its  meetings  to  the  second  Tues- 
day of  each  month ;  however,  bi-monthly  sessions  will  be  resumed 
when  dictated  by  the  increase  of  business  which  usually  accompanies 
the  more  temperate  months. 

As  of  the  present  time,  there  are  more  than  seven  hundred  new 
lots  which  have  been  laid  out  in  the  Town  of  Campton.  This  would 
indicate  a  rapid  growth  now  taking  place  within  the  Town,  a  factor 
substantiating  not  only  the  wisdom  of  the  Town  in  creating  a  plan- 
ning board,  but  also  strongly  suggesting  that  additional  measures 
should  be  taken  in  the  immediate  future  to  insure  an  orderly  man- 
ner of  growth  and  expansion.  Indeeed,  if  each  new  lot  is  multiplied 
by  a  family  unit  consisting  of  a  modest  estimate  of  three  persons,  the 
implications  of  population  growth  in  Campton  become  rapidly  ap- 
parent. 

Although  the  Town  is  now  protected  by  lot  size  regulations  and 
road  building  requirements,  through  the  Planning  Board,  it  obvious- 
ly faces  increasing  population  problems  which  usually  include  the 
need  for  new,  or  larger  schools,  additional  fire  protection,  increased 
police  protection,  public  water  system  expansion,  greater  sanitation 
disposal  facilities,  sewers,  and  a  multitude  of  other  new,  or  en- 
larged, taxpayer  supported  services  and  facilities.  The  only  secure 
method  of  protecting  the  taxpayer's  constantly  shrinking  dollar, 
in  the  light  of  such  extensive  demands,  is  through  the  process  of 
adopting  and  enforcing  zoning  regulations. 

The  Zoning  Committee,  as  distinct  from  the  Planning  Board,  but 
acting  in  conjunction  with  it,  is  still  active  and  in  the  process  of 
preparing  new  regulations  to  be  presented  to  the  citizens  of  Camp- 
ton at  a  future  date.  The  Planning  Board,  in  view  of  the  above  men- 
tioned growth — and  the  problems  inherent  in  such  growth,  sincerely 
hopes  that  the  Town  will  accept  and  endorse  the  forthcoming  recom- 
mendations of  the  Zoning  Committee. 
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The  interest  of  the  Town  in  the  work  of  the  Board  is  vital  to 
all  of  us,  and  for  this  reason,  we  ask  your  careful  consideration  of 
the  future  needs  of  Campton  and  solicit  your  opinions  and  sugges- 
tions.

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REPORT  of  the  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
and  DISTRICT  CHIEF 


The  1970  forest  fire  season  was  a  quiet  one  in  this  area,  quiet  in 
part  because  of  your  continued  cooperation  and  favorable  weather 
conditions. 

Fires  that  did  occur  were,  for  the  most  part,  caused  by  debris 
burning,  children  and  smokers. 

The  elimination  of  these  three  causes  of  forest  fires  would  dras- 
tically change  this  picture  —  to  bring  about  this  change  we  make  the 
following  suggestions: 

1.  When  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  a  permit  to  burn 
must  be  obtained  from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden.  This  permit 
covers  waste  burning,  even  if  an  incinerator,  grass  burning,  as 

well  as  garden  trash  and  brush  burning  such  burning  is  restricted 
by  regulation  to  prior  to  9:00  A.  M.and  after  5:00  P.  M.  with  the 
following  exceptions: 

Commercial  or  industrial  burning  is  permissible  at  any  time 
under  normal  conditions  but  only  with  the  approval  of  the  Dis- 
trict Chief  and  a  written  permit  from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden. 

2.  Fires  caused  by  children  can  be  prevented  only  with  the  com- 
plete cooperation  of  parents  in  the  supervision  of  their  children, 
keep  matches  out  of  reach  of  children,  this  action  will  help  to 
prevent  fires  and  may  save  a  life,  the  life  of  your  child.  Try 
to  explain  this  to  your  child,  won't  you  ? 

3.  Forest  fires  caused  by  smokers  can  be  reduced  in  number  by  the 
exercise  of  more  care  in  the  discarding  of  matches  and  smoking 
material  whether  from  a  vehicle  or  by  a  hiker.  In  all  cases,  make 
sure  that  the  butt  or  match  you  discard  is  out,  dead  out.  Smokey 
says,  "Thanks  for  your  help",  and  invites  you  to  join  with  him 
in  setting  a  good  example  for  others  in  the  prevention  of  fires 
and  the  protection  of  our  environment.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  NURSE 


The  nurse  made  thirty-eight  visits  to  the  School  during  the  school 
year.  Inspections  were  made  for  vaccinations,  symptoms  of  illness 
and  infectious  diseases,  cleanliness,  and  condition  of  hair  and  skin. 
First  Aid  supplies  were  kept  up  to  date  and  first  aid  was  given  by  the 
nurse  when  at  school. 

A  Dental  Hygienist  presented  a  Dental  Health  program  and  Dr. 
Kirk  gave  Rubella  Immunizations  to  grades  1,  2,  3  and  4;  the  Nurse 
assisted  with  these  programs. 

A  Screening  test  for  Vision  was  done  on  each  pupil  with  New 
York  Vision  Tester;  Hearing  Tests  were  given  grade  1  with  Vase 
Audio  Test;  and  a  screening  test  with  Maico  Audiometer  was  done 
on  each  pupil.  A  notice  was  sent  home  where  results  of  these  tests 
showed  a  pupil  needed  further  attention  to  these  areas. 

Each  child  was  weighed  and  measured  and  a  health  record  kept  on 
each  one. 

Health  conferences  were  held  with  parents  or  pupils,  as  well  as 
telephone  calls  to  parents.  Pre-school  registration  was  held  and 
records  made  out. 

The  nurse  made  five  home  visits  and  took  three  students  home.

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PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 


The  staff  of  teachers,  consisting  of  seven,  six  of  whom  returned 
from  last  year,  is  working  well  together  toward  the  goal  of  success- 
ful instruction  of  the  children  of  Campton. 

For  the  first  half  of  the  year  there  have  been  student  teachers 
working  in  the  first  and  second  grades.  There  will  also  be  four  new 
ones  entering  these  grades  for  the  second  half  of  the  year. 

Under  the  present  conditions  we  feel  we  are  achieving  as  much 
as  possible  with  the  children.  However,  we  are  not  satisfied  that 
they  are  receiving  the  best  education  possible  because  of  present 
problems  of  a  teacher-less  class. 

Suggested  possible  solutions  to  the  problem  would  be  to  send 
Grades  seven  and  eight  to  Plymouth  Junior  High  where  they  could 
receive  a  broader  education,  or  provide  another  teacher  and  a  half- 
time  teacher  for  the  extra  class  plus  give  some  time  for  better  ad- 
ministration of  the  school  by  relieving  the  principal  of  some  instruc- 
tion. The  latter  solution  will  involve  completely  eliminating  the  use 
of  the  gymnasium  for  physical  education  plus  the  cafeteria  for  hot 
lunch. 

We  trust  that  you,  the  people  of  Campton,  will  make  the  right 
decision,  considering  carefully  the  educational  welfare  of  your  chil- 
dren.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


The  advent  of  any  new  school  year  brings  accomplishments  as 
well  as  problems.  Certainly  in  the  area  of  accomplishments  getting 
the  students  inside  and  under  the  direct  supervision  of  a  teacher 
qualifies.  The  reading  and  math  programs  have  been  strengthened 
with  a  modern  math  series  and  an  individualized  reading  lab  in  the 
upper  grades. 

At  the  outset  of  the  year  three  teachers  were  working  with  four 
grades.  Due  to  the  relatively  large  number  of  students  and  the  lack 
of  sufficient  staff  members  in  grades  5-8  it  was  deemed  advisable 
to  put  one  teacher  with  the  self-contained  5th  grade  and  let  two 
teachers  work  v/ith  the  remaining  students.  As  Mr.  Mountfort  has 
pointed  out  in  his  report,  the  always  present  extra  grade  created 
a  problem.  While  teaching  a  class  in  one  area  of  the  multi-purpose 
room  the  ever-present  "dangling  class"  was  on  the  other  side  of  the 
wall  and  required  attention. 

An  attempt  to  secure  funds  for  a  teacher's  aide  was  made  but 
the  majoritj^  of  the  School  Board  felt  it  was  not  possible  within  their 
budget  since  roof  repairs  and  a  sewage  problem  had  put  the  School 
District  in  a  relatively  poor  financial  status. 

Volunteer  parents  were  acquired  through  the  Campton  P.T.A. 
to  oversee  the  "dangling  class"  and  this  service  v/as  certainly  ap- 
preciated. 

However,  volunteers  can  devote  only  a  limited  amount  of  time 
and  it  became  necessary  to  disperse  the  "dangling  class"  throughout 
the  various  rooms  of  the  school.  This  has  created  obvious  problems 
within  the  school  but  through  staff  cooperation  these  have  been 
kept  to  a  minimum.  It  should  be  pointed  out  that  this  was  designed 
as  a  stop  gap  method  and  should  not  continue  another  year. 

A  National  Science  Foundation  proposal  has  been  submitted 
certain  members  of  the  Plymouth  State  College  science  department. 
If  funded,  this  cooperative  venture  between  the  school  districts  of 
Supervisory  Union  No.  48  and  Plymouth  State  College  will  bring  to 
our  schools  one  of  the  best  science  curriculums  in  the  nation.  The  In- 
stitute is  designed  to  train  all  teachers  of  science  in  grades  K-6 
through  a  six  credit  course  to  be  held  one  night  a  week  for  the  school 
year  1971-1972.  Upon  completing  this  training,  the  program  will 
be  implemented  in  all  Supervisory  Union  No.  48  elementary  schools 
during  the  fall  of  1972.  The  cost  of  the  Institute  will  be  borne  by 
the  federal  government. 
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After  working  with  the  various  people  associated  with  the  school 
it  has  become  extremely  evident  that  some  correction  in  the  present 
housing  and  staffing  arrangement  should  be  made  before  next  year 
or  the  students  will  feel  the  adverse  effects.  Certainly  these  are  not 
good  times  to  spend  money  but  an  attempt  to  have  a  minimal  program 
would  seem  to  be  justification. 

Mr.  Bowie,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  has  drawn  your  attention 
to  the  Minimal  Standards  for  Elementary  Schools  in  last  year's  An- 
nual Report.  To  reemphasize  these  Standards  is  necessary  at  this 
time  since  by  September  1972  all  elementary  schools  in  New  Hamp- 
shire must  comply  or  submit  a  reasonable  time  schedule  for  meeting 
the  Standards.  School  districts  who  do  not  comply  with  these 
Standards  will  lose  all  state  aid.  Since  the  Standards  are  quite  long, 
I  will  only  mention  them  in  part. 

(a)  Schools  enrolling  150-300  children  shall  provide  at  least 
1,000  sq.  ft.  of  library  space  or  one  regular  classroom. 

(b)  In  schools  with  between  150-300  children  enrolled  the  el- 
ementary school  principal  shall  have  at  least  one-half-time 
scheduled  for  supervision  of  instruction  and  the  other  lead- 
ership responsibilities. 

Art,  health,  language  arts,  mathematics,  music,  physical 
education,  science,  and  social  studies  must  be  offered.  Library, 
guidance,  health,  and  special  education  services  must  be  provided. 

Many  services  can  be  legally  shared  with  other  school  districts 
and  this  appears  to  be  a  reasonable  approach  considering  the  size 
of  our  schools.  The  Superintendent's  Office  and  the  School  Board 
are  presently  working  on  a  sequential  plan  to  meet  the  Standards.

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EXPLANATION  OF  SUPERINTENDENT'S  SALARY 


Chapter  189,  Section  48  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  of  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire,  requires  that  the  school  district  annual 
report  show  the  total  amount  paid  to  the  superintendent  of  schools 
as  per  the  follownig  quotation:  "Reports.  Each  superintendent 
of  a  supervisory  union  shall  annually  prepare  a  report  of  the  total 
of  a  supervisory  union  shall  annually  prepare  a  report  of  the  total 
salary  paid  to  the  superintendent,  showing  in  detail  the  amount 
paid  by  the  state  and  each  local  school  district,  and  their  share  of 
same.  Said  report  shall  be  filed  with  the  school  board  of  each  school 
district  involved  and  shall  be  included  in  the  annual  report  of  the 
respective  school  district  as  a  separate  entry.  A  like  report  and 
entry  shall  be  made  for  each  assistant  superintendent,  teacher  con- 
sultant, and  business  administrators,  if  any  is  in  service  in  the  union." 

One-half  of  the  supervisory  union  expenses  is  probated  among 
the  several  school  districts  of  the  union  on  the  basis  of  adjusted 
valuations.  One  half  is  prorated  on  the  basis  of  average  daily  mem- 
bership in  the  school  for  the  previous  school  year  ending  June  30th. 
The  salary  of  $12,500,  which  was  received  by  the  superintendent  of 
schools  of  Supervisory  Union  No.  48  during  1969-1970  was  made  up 
as  follows:  $4,000.00  paid  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  and 
$8,500.00  prorated  among  the  several  school  districts.  Allowance  of 
$1,400.00  for  travel  within  the  union  was  also  prorated  as  stated 
above.
